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FIELDING MAKES 
A COMPARISON 


@ In Debate on Address He Shows 
@.Diference Between Debt Before 
and After 1896. 


—— 


Ottawa, Dec. 4—The feature of the 


debate in the House yesterday on the 

dress was the speech from Hon. W. 

. Fielding. The minister of finance 
was in particularly good form and re- 
ceived, as he always does, the close 
attention of both sides. He spoke for 
about two hours and as he exposed 
the tactics of the opposition leader 
and his followere, he was cheered 
again and again, Mr. Fielding’s deliv- 
erance was a strong counter attack on 
the whole opposition, Although ag- 
gressive, the speech was happily 
phrased and was illumined by flashes 
of humor and quick retorts. Indeed, 
there is no time that the finance min- 
ister shows up..to better advantage 
thun when the other side begins to 
ask questions. The yesult was such 
as to bring Borden to his feet many 
times, endeavoring, but unhappily un- 
able, to explain away the charges. 
Hach t‘ine Mr. Fielding scored hearty 
cheers came from the Liberal side of 
the House. 

The financial situation and kindred 
subjects were dealt with. In regard 
to Mr, Borden’s tour Mr, Fielding 
showed that the opposition leader had 
ignored the two big questions, that of 
the tariff and the Northwest schools. 
These he left severely alone. The 
Roblin irrigation and other western 
topics were discussed strongly two 
thousand miles away, Sut were cast 
to one side at Medicine Hat. 

The speech of Mr. Cockshutt was a 
tale of blue ruin, which he said wae 
at hand. The soup kitchens were in 
sight and people were idle for want 
of work. Mr, Miller, of South Grey, 
took Mr, Cockshutt to task, pointing 
out that there was no such condition 
of affairs, and that if people were out 
of work in the cities they were brought 
there by the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, He quoted the opinion of lead- 
ing bankers that if any money atring- 
ency existed it was because of the 
jong period of prosperity. 

In his opening remarks Mr. Fielding 
dealt with the: recent cabinet appoint- 
ments. He declared the appointments 
were a. matter en‘irely for the 
-ooe=premier except the regular parlias 
mentary explanations, and pointed 
out that in choosing a leader many 
prominent Congervatives had ‘been 
passed dver, Passing to the question 
of surpluses he said the Conservatives 
had surpluses totalling $9,500,000, and 
deficits totalling $12,330,000, or an av- 
erage annual deficit of $245.000, The 
Liberals gross surpluses aggregated 
$94,000,000, and one deficit-of $519,000, 
or net surpluses of $93,600,000. The 
Conservatives had especial and capi- 
tal expenditure of eighty millions and 
had added $62,000,000 to the publie 
debt. The Liberals had special and 
capital expenditures of $27,000,000 and 
had increased the public debt only 
$5,000,000. If the Conservatives were 
not satisfied why did they not move 
for a change of tariff?

Mr. Fielding admitted a protective 
element in the present platform, but 
he declared the Ottawa platforin of 
1893 was still guiding the party. 

After defending the government 
against the charge of inadequacy in 
the postal service, Mr. Fielding con- 
demned Mr. Borden for re-opening 
the question of provincial subsidies, 
claiming it was closed as far as par- 
liament was concerned and it was a 
violation of the principles of states- 
manship to propose reopentpg it. 
Premier McBride came to the pro- 
vineial conference not to get a sub- 
sidy, but to get a grievance. 

Mr. Borden interrupted to point out 
that New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
had commissions on arbitration for 
their difficulties. Mr, Fielding replied 
these were monetary claims for pro- 
perty while this was a claim for 
money, pure and eimple. 

Mr. Borden—"‘I do not see the dil- 
ference; it is merely a claim in each 
case.”

Continuing, Mr. Fielding, referring 
to electorate corruption, said the re- 
cords of each party since confedera- 
tion were almost parallel. He was 
not certain of which side the balance 
was on, Many eminent and respect- 
able men had been guilty of foolish, 
corrupt and improper things in mat 
ters electorate, but the Conservatives 
had no right to pose a6 a party of pur- 
ity, and he did not see any sign of a 
change in the Colchester election.

Carrying off Premier Prizes at the 
International Exposition 
Held in Chicago, 


Chicago, Dee. 4.—New lite stock 
history was made today at the Inter- 
national Exposition at the Union 
Stockyards. ‘The big event was the 
grand championship for steers, which 
was awarded to Canada, This. sen- 
sation from the stockman's point of 
view was followed by another when 
Diagon, the three year old Percheron, 
Was given premi¢r honors in the stal- 
lien classes.

Washington, Dee, 3.—Viscount Aoki,

government thinks he has been too 
temperate, too modest, too conserva- 
tive, too amicable and finally too 
peaceable.

WILL RE-OPEN SMELTERS., 


Granby Consolidated Has Decided to 
Resume Operations at Grand Forks, 


Grand Forks, B.C., Dec, 3—J. P. 
Graves, general manager of Granby 
Consolidated, which owns extensive 
copper mines*at Phoenix, 23° miles 
distant, and the greatest smelting 
works in Canada here in Grand Forks, 
acrived yesterday from Spokane.  Af- 
ter a conference with A. B. W. 
Hodges, manager, Mr. Graves stated 
that the directors had decided to re- 
ypen the mines on Dec, Sth and the 
amelter two or three days later, giving 
employment to nine hundred men 
when operating at full capacity. 

Mr. Graves said: ‘Since closing our 
mines and smelter three weeks ago on 
eceoount of the low price of copper 
and the high price of operating cost, 
we have béen able to bring about 
some reduction in the cost of cupplies 
and general expenses and have been 
approached by our former employees 
asking if we could resume on a seale 
of wages paid about a year awo and 
as is now in effect at Rossland, Butte 
and elsewhere. Under the proposed 
reductions the Granby company can 
afford to again operate. I am of the 
opinion that the price of copper will 
remain at twelve to sixteen cents per 
pound for some months. We wiil pro- 
ceed as fast as possible to inciease 


yur output atthe Mines and increase 
the smaller capacity that we have un- 
der contemplation.

“It is in me, and shall come out,” 
said Richard Brinsley Sheridan, when 
told that he would never make an ora- 
tor, as he had failed in his first 
speech in Parliament, He became one 
of the foremost orators of his day. 

And Disraeli, afterward Lord Bea- 
eonsfield, furnished another striking 
example, When he first spoke in the 
Commons his  stammering 
speech, his odd attire, his Jewish race

his maiden speech ended in a fiasco, 
men laughed or scoffed at him, The 
failure seemed complete, 

But Beaconsfield in his rage turned 
to the scoffers and hurled at thim: 

“The time will come when you will 
hear me!” And so 1 did, 

With such grit and hope and ima- 
gination as Disraeli had a man cannot 
be held down; he will make stepping 
stones of gtumbling-blocks and cross 
the river of opposition to success, 
Small wonder the young Hebrew later 
became one of the greatest of Eng- 
land’s prime ministers. 

Edmund Burke sdid: “Never de- 
spair, but if you do, work on in de- 
spair.”” Every successful man is the 
story of an iron will and invincible 
determination, Franklin dined on a 
small loaf in a printing office, with a 
book in his hand, ; 

Locke lived on bread and water in 
a Dutch garret. It was this same in 
domitable spirit that sustained —Lin- 
ecoln and Garfield on their hard jour- 
ney from the log cabin and tewpath 
to the splendors of the White House, 
And all eventually won the success 
they merited, 

Clear grit always commands respect, 
It is a quality which achieves some 
thing, a quality well worth cultivat- 
ing.

Then there was William Lloyd Gar- 
rison! Do you recall that most stir- 
ting incident in his life, A broadcloth 
mob is leading him through the streets 
uf Boston by a rope; he is hurried to 
jail. He veturis unflinchingly to his 
work, beginning at the point at which 
he was interrupted. Note this head 
ing in the Liberator: 

“T am in earnest.

That one man of grit became God's 
red-hot thunderbolt that shivered that 
colossal iniquity--slavery. Even the 
yvallows erected in front of his doors 
did not daunt him. His grit made an 
unwilling world hear the word “Free- 
dom,” and brought to the understand- 
ing of every erstwhile slave in Amer- 
ica,

GOLD AT TETE JEUNE CACHE. 

William Spittal, one of the pioneer 
explorers and adventurers of the 
north and west, was in the city this 
morning on’ his way from Tete Jeune 
Cache to Winnipeg. He came to Ed- 
monton in 1884 and went farther west 
crossing the mountains and up until 
thiee years ago spent. all his time 
prospecting and trapping in British 
Columbia. Later he heard of the 
Tete Jeune Cache country, and went 
there, 

“In looking around,” he said, “I 
discovered a quartz that I was sure 
was gold. Hurrying back, [ scoured 
a tree mjgper’s license and proceeding 
to the Cifthe staked a claim. Taking 
some samples to P. Harvey, the gov- 
ernment assayer at Vancouver, he 
found it to run about $870 to the ton.”’ 

“And gold is not the only mineral. 
As is well known, there is mica in 
plenty and also iron. At present [ 
am waiting the results of another 
useay that promises tin. If it should 
turn out as is expected it means a 
$40,000 bonus from the Dominion 
government. Besides this, again, | 
is on established fact that platinum 
has been discovered though in what 
amounts I cannot say. And lastly, 
garnets have been found. There is a 
four-foot ledge along the Small River 
creek and some of the finest of gar- 
nets have been diseovered. The first 
man who diseovered them did not 
koow what they were, and had ww 
put one on an anvil and use a 
sledge hammer to break it.” 

“Aside from the immense mineral 
wealth of this district there is some 
of the finest grazing eountry in Am- 
rico, Years and years ugo timothy 
Was sown by some one and now it has 
spread and spread ail) there is the 
greatest crop of wild timothy every 
year that a man could wish to see. 
Some of it stands from forty to filty 
inches high and of course it is the 
best of fodder for cattle. There is 
game in plenty, with fish abounding 


in the streams, Fruit would grow 
there if planted, for now the wild 
berries, such as raspberries, straw 


berries, gooseberries and cranberries 
have attained a degree of size and 
lu: ciousness I have never seen be- 
fore. It is the greatest country in 
the west this Tete Jeune Cache dis- 
trict; and a8 soon as transportation 
becomes a little better it will fill up 
rapidly. 

“As to the furs—I imagine that un- 
less the weather becomes colder very 
soon they will be of an inferior qual- 
ity, but it will be a good season for 
breeding and if they are poor this 
year they will be just that much bet- 
ter next year.” 

Mr. Spittal leaves tonight for Win- 
aipeg, where he will spend the winter, 
returting in the spring to go to his 
claims at Tete Jeune Cache.
